NEW ARMY BILL 
MAY BE REPORTED 
IN SENATE TODAY 


Provides For Compulsory 


Training of Youths

'Washington, Jan. 
27. — Although 


Chairman Wadsworth announced he 
probably would report the measure to- 
day, because other matters are pending 
it was not believed the new army reor- 
ganization bill, ordered favorably report- 
ed yesterday by the senate military com- 
mittee would be called up in the senate 
before next week. The bill, designed to 
create a permanent military policy, pro- 
vides for compulsory military training 
for boys between the ages of 18 and 21 
inclusive, this provision having been 
included by a nine to five vote of the 
committee late yesterday. 
The bill as finally agreed upon, its 
sponsors claim, will cut in half the an- 
nual expenditures for the military .es- 
tablishment. 
It is radically different 
from the reorganization bill submitted 
by the war department-but is virtually 
in the same for reported from the'sub 
committee. 
Besides the compulsory 
training feature it provides for the es- 
tablishment of one army to be divided 
into a citizen army composed of men 
who have received the compulsory train- 
ing, a standing army consisting of 280.- 
000 enlisted men and 18,000 officers, and 
the national guard. Specific provision 
prohibits the citizen army being called 
to the-colors except in case of war. 


AH youths who have undergone the 
four months' training would be placed 
on the reserve list but would be subject 
to two weeks' training annually. Dur- 
ing training their dependents would re- 
ceive allowances similar to those now- 
provided under the war risk insurance 
act.

3 — A bill to increase, cigarette license 
fees to wholesalers from $30 to $300 
and retailers' fees from $15 to $60, es- 
timated to produce $800,000.

5— »A 
bill to increase 
registration 
fees of 
pharmacists 
from $3 to $5, 


bring into the state an additional 
$200.000. 
6 — A bill to change the fees for the 
privilege of holding a notaries commis- 
sion from $1 to $3 for a three year 
term, producing an additional revenue 
of $12,OOQ. 


7— A bill to require all railroad po- 
licemen to pay $5 for commissions is- 
sued by the governor, 
estimated to 
raise $6,000.

.Columbus, Jan. 27.—The joint con 


ference committee of the legislature 
was divided today on the question o 
proposed amendments to the Smith 1 
per cent law, house members insisting 
ubonr the plan submitting the question 
of exceeding the Smith law limitations 
to a vote of the people while senate 
members of the committee declared this 
plan not practicable. 


The house today resolved itself into

ASK LEGISLATURE TO 
AID O.S.U. GET CAMPUS 


Columbus, Jan. 27.—The Ohio legis- 
lature was appealed to today by a dele- 
Cation representing Ohio State Univer- 
sity and the Columbus Chamber of Com- 
merce to cooperate in the plans for the 
erection of a great stadium and athletic 
Held at the university, costing 1760,000. 


The delegation appeared before the 
senate finance committee and asked for 
a state appropriation of $124,000 to 
build a new railroad bridge across the 
Olentangy river, just north of the new 
athletic field. The old bridge which now 
spans tbe river constitutes a grave flood 
menace and would have to be removed 
and a new bridge built, widening the 
channel before tbe stadium could be 
built. 


It was explained to the committee 
that the citizens of Columbus proposed 
to raise at least 600,000 for the erec- 
tion of the stadium. All the state is 
asked to do is to remove the flood men- 
ance by appropriating the money for 
a new bridge. John I. Miller, superin- 
tendent of public works approved the 
project.

Practically 
he entire block, bounded by High, 
Pearl-, Chapel, and Town streets, with 
the exception of the Central National 
Bank building,- is a complete loss..

nated in the two-story -building just 
south of the Dobbte block,- .-and which 
was one of the several buildings occu- 
pied -by the Morehouse-Martens com- 
>any store. Firemen, hampered by low 
>ressure and ice, were unable to check 
he flames. • Six firemen were injured 
iy falling, either in the burning build- 
isgs or from ladders. One of them. 
Carl Schneider, was badly hurt. He sus- 
ained fractured ribs and internal in- 
uries. 
For some time street car service was 


paralyzed by the fire. The cars later 
vere , routed through, streets one or 
more squares from the scene of the 
blaze. Lights in the immediate vicini- 
y were turned oft\ 
The dense pall of smoke Hung over 
he business section of the city, enter- 
ng hotels and theaters.

tructure during the fire. 
Max Morehouse, one of the owners of 
he store, who was on his way to Flori- 
da when the fire started, was recalled

That rec- 
ord is too seriously disgraceful to in- 
vite the shafts of wit and too destruc- 
tive of the people's interests to escape 
their righteous wrath. 
Some of its 


predecessors have left a bad enough 
heritage of sins of omission and com- 
mission, but the present aggregation 
of incompetent exceeds them all in leg- 
islative faithlessness, 
blundering and 


dcnothingism.

THE NOTE TO HOLLAND. 


(Philadelphia Record) 
It scarcely 
seems as if the Dutch 
government would care to resist the 
demand of the Supreme Council for the 
former Kaiser. 
He is not a. fugitive 


from justice in the ordinary sense of 
the term. He is not a political refugee 
He has no claim on Dutch hospitality. 
Had he remained in his own country, 
where of course he belonged, he would 
now be in the hands of the Allies for 
trial. With Allied armies in front of 
him and the Berlin revolutionists be- 
hind him. he did the most undignified 
thing that a great monarch could do; 
he fled to a neutral 
country; he fled 


from his own nation as well as from 
the enemies he had involved. 
The reasons for granting asylum to 
a political refugee do not apply to Wil- 
liam II. He had not incurred danger 
by resting oppression and found it nec- 
essary to flee for safety. 
He was the 
monarch, the nearly absolute monarch, 
who forced a world into the greatest 
of all wars, either to gratify his imper- 
ial vanity, which has always raised 
some question about his mental bal- 
ance, or to establish Teutonic domina- 
tion over Eastern and Southern Europe 
and all of Asia. Os there any tolerable 
reason for protecting him? 
Holland knows 
very well that its 
continued independence is due to the 
victory of the Allies. 
It is perefctly 
aware of the designs of Germany on 
the Netherlands. This is not only to 
be read in the records of the Great 
General Staff in Berlin, it can be found 
in German book? before the war. A 
dozen years ago Dutch and Belgian 
publicists and generals 
were confer- 
ring with a view to mutual support 
when either should be attacked by Ger- 
many, for it was well understood that 
Germany was determined to get one 
of the Low Countries, if not both of 
them. 


The Allies hax-e saved 
Holland by 
defeating Germany, and shall Holland 
refuse to surrender the common enemy? 
And yet there is little that is useful to 
be attained by the trial of the, former 
Kaiser. American opinion at Paris and 
at home is not sympathetic with his 
determination to try 'William. 
The morale effect of the conviction 


will be largely 
impaired by the fact 
that it will be a conviction by a court 
of his'nemies organized for his convic- 
tion. What is wanted is to put the 
brand of Cain upon the brow of the 
former Kaiser, who has already suffer- 
ed as much as the Allies can inflict 
upon him. All that is decirable that 
could be effected by a trial could also 
be effected by the records of the Ger- 
man Foreign office, some, but possibly 
not all. of which have been published. 
Let a commission of the Allies demand 
the inspection of the German archieves 
and make up a statement therefrom 
which shall constitute a page of his- 
tory. Conviction could do no more.

full of sweet milk, two teaspoons of 
baking powder and a little salt. Rub 
the baking powder into the flour, and 
the butter or substitute melted a little 
the salt and then the milk. Koll very 
thin and bake in a rather quick oven. 
If you wish to make the crackers a 
little sweet add a cup of sugar or half 
cup of syrup. 


These cookies are good for the chil- 
dren and can be given between meals 
without the fear that they will disturb 
their stomach or cause them to eat less 
food at their regular meals. They act 
well on the bowels and have a certain 
amount of muscle building properties.
